Pure democracy ba« not been 
C onfin ed to the ancient world. Its surviving relics are found 
ay in the Swiss “landsgemeinde” or popular legislature, 
ect democracy can exist and function only in small states 
a limited, homogeneous population where people can 
aveniently meet and deliberate together. In large complex 
aeties, when the number of the people is too large and the 
:a of the state is too extensive, direct democracy is 
practicable. 

irect or Representative Democracy 
Indirect democracy is so called because citizens elect 
|£ir representatives to govern on their behalf. Authority 
|i*des in the people, but it is exercised by the representatives. 
Ijple elect their representatives for a term. The 
esentatives, after the expiry of the term, report back to 
i electorate to seek a new term.
